broadened in May of 1954 when 
Congress decreed that this Noy- 
ember day should be known as

Reflectors add 
Safety To 
Interstate 


Like candles on the 
cake, reflectorized deline- 
ators on interstate high- 
ways are the last items 
added, 

The reflectors are not 
mere ornaments, however; 
they function as a built-in 
safety feature on completed 
interstate, 

On I-65 between Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham, 
motorists see white re- 
flectors spaced every 400 
feet and larger amber ones 
at 100-foot intervals at the 
interchanges. 

The change from white 
to amber warns the driver 
to slow down because he 
is approaching an exit 
ramp. The color change 
also tells the driver en- 
tering the interstate route 
that he has cleared the 
access area and is safe 
in increasing to freeway 
speed, 

Day or night, in sun- 
shine or rain, the reflect- 
orized delineators keep the 
driver oriented on the 
roadway. At night the re- 
flectors outline the road 
ahead for at least a thous- 
and feet -- far beyond 
normal headlight range. 

At interchanges the re- 
flectors are required on the 
outside of the curve, but 
may be placed on both sides 
where needed for clear in- 
dication of alignment. 

More and more reflect- 
ors will be seen on Ala- 
bama’s interstate network 
as final contracts are let 
for permanent signs on the 
long stretches of com- 
pleted roadway.

“The Government Ap- 
peal Agent associated with 
your local board, normally 
an attorney, is available 
to counsel you concerning 
your rights and obligations 
under the Selective Service 
law,’’ Caldwell said, 

He pointed out that there 
is no charge for this ser~ 
vice, “‘Contact your local 
board clerk and request 
that an appointment be ar- 
ranged for you to meet 
him,’’ Caldwell said, 

Also, many registrants 
ask about draft exemptions, 
Typical is a query from 
one young registrant, ‘‘I 
recently heard there is a 
shortage of tool and die 
makers. Would being a tool 
and die maker exempt me 
from being drafted?’’ 

The answer would be, 
“No, not simply because 
he was a tool and die mak- 
er, While Selective Service 
is authorized toprovide for 
the deferment of any or all 
categories of persons 
whose employment in in- 
dustry, agriculture, or 
other occupations or em- 
ployment is found to be 
necessary to the mainte- 
nance of thenational health, 
safety, or interest, ‘blanket 
deferments’ are not per- 
mitted by law. Each case 
must be determined on an 
individual basis,”’ 

Another question that is 
of great interest today is, 
Can registrants who go to 
Canada to evade the draft 
ever return to the U, S, 
without being prosecuted?”’ 

Prosecution is a func 
tion of the Department of 
Justice and not of the Se- 
lective Service System. A 
registrant who is a citizen 
of the U, S, is not re- 
lieved of his obligations 
under the Selective Service 
law when he leaves the 
country. He has the con- 
tinuing duty to keep his 
local board informed of 
his current address and 


to obey all lawful orders 
of that board. His failure 
to perform any duties re- 
quired of him under the 
law constitutes a violation 
which may render him lia- 
ble to prosecution.

Pulpwood 


Purchases Total 
$105 Million 


Purchases of pulpwood 
harvested in Alabama and 
delivered to pulp and paper 
mills in 1966 totaled $105, 
838,000, according to are- 
port by H.J, Malsberger of 
Atlanta, general manager 
of the Southern Pulpwood 
Conservation Association. 

The total for Alabama 
last year was 9 percent 
greater than the value re- 
ported for 1965 deliveries, 
he said, stressing that 80 
percent of this wood is 
purchased from farmers 
and other individual land- 
owners, 

The figures are based 
upon the results of a 12- 
state pulpwood production 
survey made by the U.S, 
Forest Service Experiment 
Stations at Asheville, N.C, 
and New Orleans, La., in 
cooperation with SPCA, 

Pulpwood was produced 
in all of Alabama’s 67 
counties. The three lead- 
ing counties, and the value 
of pulpwood shipped from 
each were: Choctaw, $4, 
032,580; Baldwin, $3,799, 
120 and Clarke, $3,771,160, 

Alabama’s share in the 
1966 production of pulpwood 
raw material for the pulp 
and paper industry was part 
of another all-time high for 
the South as a whole. Value 
of the region’s harvest last 
year totaled $661,224,000 a 
gain of 7.percent over 1965 
the previous high, 

Mr. Malsberger empha- 
sized that in 1966 the South 
accounted for nearly 61 


percent of the nation’s total 


production of pulpwood, He 
noted also that the extent 
of the market is indicated 


by the fact that pulpwood 


is harvested in 90 per- 
cent of the counties in the 
South,
